Sec. 164.051.  GROUNDS FOR DENIAL OR 

DISCIPLINARY ACTION.   

(a)  The board may refuse to admit a person to 

its examination or refuse to issue a license to 

practice medicine and may take disciplinary 

action against a person if the person: 

 (6)  fails to practice medicine in an 

acceptable professional manner consistent 

with public health and welfare.
